GOOD TURN-OUT. 



Aspects Of Environment; Its 
Relation To Growth Was 
Subject. ' 



At a well attended mcetine of the 
Medical Undergraduate Society, Prof. 
Lloyd, of the Department of Hlology, 
save au address dealing with certain 
aspects 'bf envlroiunent and its rolar 
tlon to tlie growth of protoplasm. 

Prof. Lloyd, in his opening remarks, 
dwelt upon the fact that while in his 
experiments he had been dealing witii 
plants and plant physiological pro- 
cesses, these were escntially similar 
in their behavior to animal protoplas- 
mic procoBBes. 

"The osperlment'er," said Prof. 
Lloyd, "must first know his material 
thoroughly before he can successful 
experiment with it. Thus la the study 
ot a froga heart we must not com- 
mence experimentation Immediately, 
but must painstakingly investlgato the 
character of -the object which we 
fltud.v. 

"Now what is growth? Although 
before we can define terms intelligent- 
ly we must have great knowledge, yet 
wo venture to define growth as moan- 
ing merely that an organism develops 
in volume, not nocesarily involving at 
the same time, increase in the num- 
ber of organs, or incroaso in tho dry 
weight. Thus the difference is made 
up by the volume of the iràtor in- 
creaae. This is important to remem- 
ber when wo realize that the volume 
Of wktar in an organism accotis ta very 
ofter for its phystologlcar caadUlon- 

"Now it was this aspect of the en- 
^pnment, n«moly the wi^teR and. qub- 
staiiccfB in solution," said Prof. Lloyd, 
"that It was our buslnoEti to discuss in 
this connection. 

"Water enters the organism by a 
process known ns 'endosmosis,' ' We 
know that the sperm^organs .of plants 
are filled with a miiceroiis material 
containing tho sperm celle which when 
water la added are discharged from 
organs. 

"William Pfoiffer showed later that 
this procesB followa certain laws of

In college life there are many different lines of interest. The 
three greatest of these are perhaps athletic, social and scholastic acti- 
vities. To obtain nn education that develops not noly a man's men* 
tfllity, but rounds out his personality as welj, all three of these acti* 
vities must be fostered. To most men athletics and social pursuits 

arc much more interesting than their studies, therefore the grave !iowed in outlining any course looking 

danger is that a mng will devote the greater part of his time to the,'° betterment of thè preTaillng 

" ^ educational system. These were, 

.40ciAl and athletic side of his course, and to a certain extent, neglect 



Ing hoiir for some. He said that his 
topic might appear a little superficial 
In light of what has gone before, and 
that as Solomon had said, "There^ia 
no new thing imder the sun." 

However, the world is searching for 
new methods of education and illus- 
trated by what an Englishman had 
once said, "Education was tiresome to 
talk, tlroiome to road about, and it 
was tiresome to educate oneself." 
Next he pointed out that the require- 
ments and standards laid down were 
not carried out In practice — too much 
like the man who upon being convert- 
ed waa approached by a member of the 
same congregation and requested to 
settle for a debt said that that debt 
has been cancelled Just as the rest 
were pardoned.

his academical work. 

Now, a man has only a certain amount of energy at. his disposal. 
If, therefore, his interest in social affairs and athletics is always at 
high. tide mark, there must be a proportionally lower tide of interest 
in hii studies. A man's intellectual pursuits might be termed the 
backbone of his college life. On them all else depends. If he fails 
in his exams he has to get out, and can nevermore participate in those 
other college activities that may have in a great measure led to his 
downfall. Therefore we see that social functions and athletics are 
subsidiary to scholastic work. 

There are a few cases in which men become so immersed in their 
books that they arc lost to all else in college' life. The. man who 
rushes from lecture to lecture as though his very life, depended on 
getting his money's worth of knowledge, and who always has a wor- 
ried fear that he has missed something, is absurd. Such a course as 
this will prove fully as disastrous to a man as the opposite extreme. 

Therefore a man must determine nicely just to what extent he may 
participate in minor. activities, remembering always that his greatest 
ea.ergy and enthusiasm must be reserved forhis studies. When a 
man can balance himself firmly and steadily,^. and judge accurately 
what is best for him to do, he has already obtained that poise and 
control, over self, that should be oite of the hatl-ffiirks of a. college 
coUrse, 

There is another aspect to the case. The man who does not do 
bis work thoroughly is not true to himself. If he be a man of fine 
and sensitive feelings he will be conscious that he has broken faith 
with himself and that he is not fully realizing the ideals he niay have 
formed before entering college. 

But the greatest reward of work well done is the approval of a 
man's own conscience. .He who has mastered some difficult problem 
a/rer toiling for hours, will;feel a great satisfaction. His mind power 
yill be increased by this enforced steady application to his work, and 
2ie will find that, as his powers of concentration and perseverance in- 
Wease, so will his power of grasping and retaining thè.problems of a 
difficult subject also increase.- y

them strong and to keep them fit. Exercise builds brawn and red- 
blooded manliood. therefore let a man by constant and well-directed 
ise of that most wonderful piece of mechanism, the brain, build up

To Illustrate, be took the method a 
particular Sunday-school teacher used 
to interest a boy in her lessons. After 
a Sunday of painstaking effort which 
she thought would produce results, she 
found this particular little chap the 
next Sunday out building bridges over 
a little spring freshet. Had she used 
the boys' liking for bridge construc- 
tion to picturing him bow be might 
build bridgea all through life and fin- 
ally span the last gap Into heaven by 
one, she might have bad him inter- 
ested.. The set requirements of a 
high school for students entering from 
grade schools, and those again of col- 
leges for bigb school graduates, are 
baaed on ancient praotices and are 
jrory conducive to giving pjuplls this 
feeling of satiation.. This, be pointed 
outifvi^piie very unpractical feature 
of one '^present-day system.

—the world service of tbe individual, 
Mr. Spinney continued.
